You Can’t Lose 
IlOTTSTOWN housewives are aghast at the 
rising food prices. Mothers with large 
families wonder how they can make the al­ 
ready brittle paycheck stretch «hen such 
necessities as bread and milk are among the 
commodities higher priced. And when the 
cow jumps over the moon with meat prices 
soaring, they shudder. 
Surveys show statistics are tricky. This 
is as true of the consumer price index 
as anything else. Since price increases 
have literally hit the headlines in recent 
months, following the consumer price 
index has become almost as popular as 
reading the funnies. 
However, as a 
measure of the cost of living, the Index 
can be misleading. 
To help bring prices into perspective, 
here are some of the obvious wavs to beat 
the price index: 
Don't buy that high-priced item; invest 
in a nutritional alternative. 
Faced with a temporary price increase 
in a commodity, look for it in other forms— 
fresh, frozen, canned, dried, in pregarcd 
frozen or canned dishes. 
If bacon seems exepnsive, switch to 
other pork products — sausage, ham, 
smoked chops — then widen your hori­ 
zons further. 
How about kippered herring, corned beef 
hash, beef bacon, creamed dried beef. 
Don’t forget to shop the specials, which 
generally occur on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday and are advertised extensively 
in The Mercury. 
By observing simple rules of intelligent 
shopping, all consumers can beat the con­ 
sumer price index, all the time. 
It Is simply a matter of what might be 
called good “buymanship". 
Try it. You can’t lose. 
Health Now a Political Issue 
UNPRECEDENTED and fundamental 
change was introduced on the American 
scene when the medicare law went into effect. 
Few persons will realize the full import of 
this change for a long time to come. But it 
is there, nevertheless. 
Dr. James Z. Appel, former president of 
the American Medical association, clearly 
describes what has happened under medi­ 
care:‘*Ttie health care of the people is no 
longer a personal mi after between the 
patient and the physician. It is now a 
political issue, the merits of which will 
not be determined solely on scientific 
grounds but also on vote-getting appeal, 
by individuals not at all well informed 
on quality health care.** 
Demands are already being pressed for 
the expansion of medicare on broad fronts. 
The ultimate aim of course, is an all-embrac­ 
ing national health service plan under which 
the members of the medical profession 
would be compelled to become in the nature 
of public servants. 
Never in the history of this nation in 
peacetime have the talents and abilities 
of a special group of citizens been taken 
by fiat in the name of the public wel­ 
fare. 
Once the precedent has been set in med­ 
ical care, the same course can be pursued 
in any line of activity against any other 
group of citizens whose particular capabili­ 
ties are coveted by the people and the poli­ 
ticians. It is not a pretty picture. 
Pesticides and Human Environment 
]^f ILLONS of home gardeners are confront­ 
ed every Summer with a discouraging 
array of pests that take their toll of care­ 
fully tended rows of vegetables. 
The chemicals that keep the bugs under 
control are the salvation of home gardening— 
and home gardening is in the nature of a 
hobby. 
It is easy to see why government ex­ 
perts, scientists, pesticide manufacturers 
and others who are aware of the life- 
saving potentialities of chemicals urge a 
sensible, unemotional approach to the 
question of pesticides and human environ­ 
ment. 
We can’t raise enough food and fiber 
without pesticides and herbicides, so they 
will be with us for a. long 'time. 
An all-important fact about pesticides 
that applies to the home gardener, as well 
as the commercial producer, is that they 
should be used properly in accordance with 
manufacturer's instructions for application, 
and they should be stored in the recom­ 
mended manner.

Interpreting The Aews 
Indonesia Wants 
To Rejoin UN

AP Indonesia Observer 
Indonesia, 
which 
withdrew 
from the United Nations more 
than a year ago, is actively 
taking steps to rejoin the world 
organization now that its con­ 
frontation policy against Ma­ 
laysia is at an end. 
The Indonesian Parliament, in 
a day-long session Saturday, 
recommended that the govern­ 
ment seek to have the nation 
fully reinstated in the United 
Nations, if possible, before the 
General 
Assembly 
convenes 
Sept. 2i. 
President Sukarno pulled In­ 
donesia out of the world body in 
February 1965, after Malaysia 
had been elected to the U.N. 
Security Council. 
Now largely a figurehead in 
the Indonesian government, Su­ 
karno has never accepted the 
decisions of the Borneo states of 
Sabah and Sarawak to join Ma­ 
laysia. In 1963, he launched an 
undeclared war against Ma­ 
laysia, vowing to crush it. 
But the confrontation policy 
was disavowed last week when 
representatives of the two na­ 
tions signed a peace accord and 
decided to establish diplomatic 
relations. 
*

* 
Still obviously, fighting the 
peace agreement, Sukarno de­ 
clared Friday that Indonesia 
would not formally recognize 
Malaysia until new elections 
have been held in the two Bor­ 
neo states. 
Two weeks ago Sukarno also 
tried to disrupt the peace move­ 
ment by calling Malaysia a neo­ 
colonialist project and declaring 
the confrontation would contin­ 
ue.Although the moves did not 
rupture the peace talks, Sukar­ 
no’s actions reportedly stirred 
unpleasant memories of con­ 
frontation in minds of govern­ 
ments considering giving finan­ 
cial aid to Indonesia. 
Some diplomatic sources feel 
Sukarno is attempting to create 
unrest here and thus keep badly 
needed economic aid out at 
least until dissatisfaction with 
the present Cabinet mounts to a 
degree that he may have a 
chance to reassert his lost pow­ 
er.

Some diplomats feel Sukar­ 
nos drive against a quick set­ 
tlement with Malaysia could 
pick up support from military 
leaders who want the confronta­ 
tion policy to continue. Others, 
however, fed the mailer is 
dead. 
“It is a matter of history that 
the Malaysian flag was flown 
here. That cannot be erased,” 
said one diplomat. 
Meanw'hile, returing Saturday 
from Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, 
where the peace agreement was 
signed Thursday, Foreign Min­ 
ister Adam Malik said trade 
and cultural relations between 
the two nations would begin 
soon. He added that formal rec­ 
ognition of Malaysia would wait 
until after the general elections 
next year in Sabah and Sara­ 
wak. The accord, he said, pro­ 
vided that the two states will 
have an opportunity to reaffirm 
their previous decision to join 
Malaysia, “as soon as practica­ 
ble.”

+ CAT’S PAJAMAS — Teenage jargon, The 
Mercury wrote the other day, is now found­ 
ed in the world of the Beatles, Go-Go girls, 
and a miasma of Englanciese (not English), 
rock-and-roll and Harlem. Shucks! When we 
were kids, we had a language of our own, 
too, and every generation hack to Chaucer 
probably had something to say that baffled 
parents and the “Out Group.” Nothing sounds 
worse, a post teen will readily admit, than 
someone using jargon that is out of date. 
You might as well have four corners. And 
even “square” is a square word today. Even 
“cube" is a cube word. Gosh, all golly, what 
do you call someone who is behind the time»? 
A “musky beggar,” as one local youth churl­ 
ishly intoned Monday? . . . 
• • • 
WOULD you believe that a tough 
chick was once known aa a smooth 
chick? Would you believe a sharp chick? 
Would you believe the epitome once was 
being a flapper? It Isn’t hard to date the 
people at a party. Their favorite expres­ 
sions give them away. The sophis­ 
ticated ones generally avoid using dated 
jargon, but after they loosen up it comes 
out as a more accurate timetable than 
the carbon-dating process. Look at the 
roots of her hair if she makes a catty 
remark about that “giddy girl’ Instead 
of that “flaky twist.” If she says “bug­ 
ged” she’s a 38 year old reformed beat­ 
nik, not a 22 year old jet setter — the 
latter would be more likely to say 
“weird.” , • •

* COME TO THINK of it, that’s a great 
party icebreaker with people of various ages. 
Ask your guests to give out with their favor­ 
ite expressions. If they talk about Stan 
Kenton being “a real swinger,” they have 
kids in Junior High school at least. Today’s 
favorites are “out of sight.” A swinger? Yik. 
Or is it yichk (with a loose-limped shake of 
the hand as if trying to get some alime off 
it). The pre-World War II crowd called them 
“real dolls.” They were “gung-ho” for Glen 
Miller. And how long ago was it everyone 
was yelling, “Eat me, I’m. a jellybean"? . . .

ETHNIC groups contribute most to 
popular jargon. Today’s “fab” and 
“mod” and “fave rave”* are expressions 
of our English cousins. The many suc­ 
cessful comedians with Jewish back­ 
grounds are making such words as 
“schlock" and “schtick” and “sthnook" 
household words for Italians and Irish 
as well. The Negro, particularly through 
the medium of music, has given us a 
veritable thesaurus of jargon. His parti­ 
cular contributions frequently reduce 
complicated meanings to handy words. 
You don’t have to cast about for words to 
say, “You wouldn’t attempt to deceive 
me, would you?” Just say, “Don’t go put­ 
ting me on, man.” , . .

★ WHAT IT ALL amounts to is that the 
American language is the most colorful in 
the world, and certainly the most fun. Per­ 
sons learning it for the first time get excited 
about the prospects of using the myriad 
jargon, and even foreign linguists get carried 
away and call it “delightful.” In no foreign 
language is such verbal expression so pre­ 
valent. A young African man who probably 
spoke Hottentot until he learned English as 
an advanced student, carefully listened to a 
couple conversing in “hip” jargon. Said the 
American girl, “that Wayne Morse really 
turns me off.” Without embarrassment the 
African boy asked her to repeat it. She 
realized the reason for his interest after a 
brief interlude of confusion when she repeat­ 
ed, “I don’t like Senator Morse”. “Oh,” she 
said, brightening. “You mean ‘turn me off.’ 
That’s an expression, you know,” and she 
made a motion as if turning a dial or key or 
switch to the left. “Like a light,” she said, 
“Off,” and closed her eyes and put on a 
blank expression and threw her arms down

He completed the first three 
years of his elementary educa­ 
tion in his hometown and in 
Sambir, where he also look his 
gymnasium courses in 1907. 
Father Baranetsky’* first “de­ 
sire" was to be a lawyer and for 
two years studied law at th e 
University of Lwiv. 
It was then he felt the call of 
vocation to the priesthood, and 
asked to be accepted as a candi­ 


date for the priesthood. 
In 1909, he began the 
study of theology at the 
Lwiv Grant seminary. How­ 
ever, he completed h I s 
theological studies at th e 
Peremysel seminary. 
He was ordained on Dec. 
1, 1913, by the late Bishop Con­ 
stantine Chekhowycz.

BATHER Baranetsky’s first 
pastoral assignment was an as­ 
sistant in Medynycha, which he 
held until October of 1914. In 
November of that year he was

designated, for a. new church. 
He also encouraged voca­ 
tions to the priesthood and re­ 
ligious life. Father Baranetsky 
also established the counterpart 


of an American kindergarten, 
where many children were given 
their first insight into the three 
*‘Rs.” 
IN 1940, THE Russian com­ 
munist regime took over all 
church property, and expelled 
Father Baranetsky from his rec­ 
tory and then began a persecu­ 
tion of the dedicated priest. 
He then migrated to Austria, 
where he assisted in the camp 
of Schtrashoff near Vienna. 
After the liberation of Austria, 
he lived at the Nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary church in 
Vienna. 
On April 5, 1945. he traveled 
to Bissenhoven in Bavaria, 
where he was rector of the dis­ 
placed persons camp, a position 
he held until Feb. 20, 1947, when 
he departed for the United 
States. 
Upon his arrival in this coun­ 
try, he was assigned as rector 
of St. Michael’s church. 
Here he again *et to work 
zealously building a parish rec­ 
tory, improving the cemetery, 
established the Alter Boys’1 
society, paved a parking lot for 
parishioners, had an iconostasis 
erected in the church and built 
a Marian Grotto.
